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Marſhalſea two or three Gentle- 
men came out of curioſity to ſee 
her, and prevailed fo far with her 
Keeper as to go forth with her toa 
Tavern. and that ſheas ſoon as ſhe 
entred, told the maſter of the Ta- 
vern that ſhe would have him fend 
ſo many dozen bottles of wine, 
and fuch a quantity of Neats- 
tongues and other Junkets to her 
fellow Priſoners, and that he ſhould 
be paid before (he went out of the 
, houſe; that her orders were obey- 
cd and ſhe was treated by the Gen» 
tlemen in a very handſome man- 
ner, asking her ſeveral queſtions, 
which ſhe pleaſantly anſwered) that 
a Reckoning being at laſt called for, 
it was anſwered thirty pound; how 
{o, ſaid the Gentlemen ?-we have 
not had above thirty (ſhillings here, 
and that we are willing to pay 3 
but Gentlemen, ſaid (he, I hope you 
. will pay for me too 3 andlI did be- 
{peak as much as you hear of, and 
ſent it to my fellow-priſoners thaf 
they might be the better for me, & 
Gentle- 
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Gentlemen,continuedſhe, you came 
purpoſely to fee me, and to hear 
of tome of my tricks; and now 1 
have ſhewed you; therefore without 
more queſtioning you muſt pay the 
reckoning. This is a. ftory that I 
have heard of her, as done at the 
Marſhalſeas z and that the acted it 
over again at Newgate, but I can- 
not believe 1t, and am confident 
no ſuch thing was doneat Newgate, 
ſhe was not in ſo merry a mood ; 
for after her Trial, to her Sentence, 
ſhe was another Creature ; I am

Thus 
did ſhe continue till the day of her 
Execution, which was Wedneſday, 
the twenty ; ſeeond of Fanuary, and 
then ſhe ſeemed to: be much al- 
cered, for ſhe was very cheartul 
and pleaſant i in her Countenance 
and appeared tobe ſoin her mind; 
for ſhe did not figh fo' often as:
